Editor Journai, : — I quote from 
Dr. Crouter's speech at Lancaster, 
Pa: 

' ' Suppose that this Federation should 
assess the Pennsylvania State Association, 
demanding an assessment of ten per cent. 
You take ten per cent of the value of the 
mg of the State of Pennsylvania, 
and that will amount to a great deal ; it 
would amount to a big sum of money — 
fifteen hundred dollars would be taken 
out of the Treasury of your Association to 
support the National Federation scheme, 
and that would not do," and — 

"These people outside who have got 
little or nothing at stake, would be glad to 
get their hands down into your treasury, 
and into your pockets. They have got the 
money, and they want to get into your 
Treasury— that is what they want. Do not 
go blindly into any scheme, the purpose of 
which is to get money out of your 
pockets." 

Taking those two correlative 
statements, I will now make a pro- 
position. If Dr. Crouter will put 
the March, April and May Silent 
Worker in the hands of a capable 
lawyer, and that lawyer says that 
the plan as unfolded in those 
articles, contemplates exactly what 
the doctor says it would do ; that is, 
an assessment on the values of the 
holdings of any American Society 
and, in other words, make the Na- 
tional Federation a party to a skin 
game, I will agree to give Fivk 
ars to the Pennsylvania So- 
ciety. 

In making such a donation, I 
will do two things: I will be glad 
to help the Pennsylvania Society, 
and I will be glad to be given a 
chance to remedy a flaw in my 
Federation plan; for, if there is any- 
thing I would avoid in the scheme, 
it is exactly the interference of the 
National Federation in the affairs of 
the societies, which Dr. Crouter 
fears.

The above is a dignified statement 
of what the Federation proposes to 
do. Farther, to prevent confusion, 
the societies are required not to do a 
few things, such as corresponding 
with foreign societies, entering into 
a new alliance while members of the 
National Federation, etc. When a 
society enters the Federation, the 
society becomes a partner in what- 
ever property the Federation may 
have, while, at the same time, the 
Federation will not be entitled to one 
cent of ownership in any property or 
assets of the State societies. The Fe- 
deration asks for support by, means 
of taxation at so much per member. 
Tha.t is all. 

I trust that, after one year's re 
flection, Pennsylvania will conclude 
to be represented at the Colorado 
Oongress.

As no other down is so highly 
esteemed or brings so high a price 
in the world's markets as that of 
the eider duck, so in Iceland and 
the Westinann Islands where these 
birds nest, no other bird is so strictly 
protected by law and by public 
sentiment. The Icelandic law, says 
the author of "The Faroes and 
Iceland," provides but one exception 
to the rule that these birds must 
never be killed : a man on the verge 
of starvation, and having absolutely 

do other resource, may kill one to 
eat, to save his life. The penalty 
for breaking the law is a fine of 
eleven dollars — an enormous sum 
for an Icelandic farmer. 

The eider duck makes her nest of 
down from her own breast, formiuga 
circular mound, beautifully regular 
in shape, which has the properly of 

retaining heat in a remarkable de- 
gree, She plucks out the down 
with her beak. 

If the down is removed, she 
provides a second, sometimes even a 
third supply from the source, which 
I hen becomes exhausted. 

When this occurs, the drake 
gives his down, which can be dis- 
tinguished by its color. It was for- 
merly the custom to lake away all 
the down supplied by the female ; 
bat this practioe was said to lead to 
great mortality among the ducks, 
through exhaustion, so now each 
nest is usually rifled only once before 

•• ggl are hatched, and again after 

the birds have left it. 

Icelandic eider farms are fre- 
quently situated on little islaudsofl 
the coast, covered with low hum- 
mocks. Small shelters of rough 
slones are made among these hum- 
mocks to protect the broodingducks 
from wind and driving rain, and 
bells are sometimes suspended peal 
them under the belief that their 
sound, as they are rung by the wind, 
attracts the birds. On these farms 
the birds become very tame, so that 
one familiar with'thom can handle 
them on the nest without frightening 

them. 

On such farms there is a separate 
building devoted to cleaning the 
down. The principle on whloh the 
Cleaning depends is the tendency of 
the down to cling tenaciously to 
anything on which it is thrown. 

There are provided a number of 

oblong frames which may be either 
fixed horizontally or held in the 
band. Along the frames arc 
stretched, loosely, numbers of 
strings, either twine or thongs. 
The down is cast, on these Dear OOS, 
and a piece of wood or bone is drawn 
rapidly backward and forward ovor 
the other end. The down clings to 
the strings, but all impurities, such 
as grass and seaweed, fall to the 

ground. 

Several nests of down are required 
tO produce even a small weight, so 
light is the down; but the price at 
the farm is nearly two dollars and 
a half a pound, and in England and 
Denmark il brings much more.—

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A man named Thomas Mills, in 
escaping from that unfortunate In- 
dian expedition, reached the Indian 
Spring, about nine miles from 
Wheeling, on the present National 
Road, where he was compelled to 
leave his horse and proceed to 
Wheeling on foot. Thence he went 
to Van Metre's Fort, and after a 
day or two of rest, induced Lewis 
Wetzel to go with him to the spring 
for his horse. Lewis cautioned him 
against the danger, but Mills was 
determined, and the two started. 
Approaching the spring, they dis- 
covered the horse tied to a tree, and 
Wetzel at once comprehended their 
danger. Mills walked up to unfast- 
en the animal, when instantly a dis- 
charge of rifles followed, and the 
unfortunate man fell, mortally 
wounded. 

Wetzel now turned, and knowing 
his only escape was in flight, plung- 
ed thiongh the enemy and bounded 
off at the very extent of his speed. 
Four fleet Indians followed in rapid 
pursuit, whooping in proud exulta- 
tion of soon overhauling their in- 
tended victim. After a chase of 
half a mile, one of the most active 
savages approached so close that 
Wetzel was afraid he might throw 
his tomahawk, and instantly wheel- 
ing, shot the fellow dead in his 
tracks. 

In early youth Lewis had acquired 
the habit of loading his gun while 
at a full my, and now he felt the 
ureal advantage of it. Keeping in 
advance of his pursuers during an- 
other half mile, a second Indian 
came up, and turning to fire, the 
savage caught the end of his gnn, 
and for a time, the contest was 
doubtful. At one moment the In- 
dian, by his great strength and 
dexterity, brought Wetzel to his 
knee, and had nearly wrenched the 
rifle from the hands of his antagon- 
ist, when Lewis, by a renewed effort, 
drew the weapon from the grasp of 
the savage, and thrusting the 
muzzle against the side of his neck, 
pulled the trigger, killing him in- 
stantly. The two other Indians, by 
this time, had nearly overtaken him; 
but leaping forward, he kept ahead, 
until his unerring rifle was a third 
time loaded. 

Anxious to have done with that 
kind of sport, he slackened his pace, 
and even stopped once or twice to 
give his pursuers an opportunity to 
him. Kverytime, however, he 
looked round, the Indians treed, 
unwilling any longer to encounter 
his destructive weapon. After 
running a mile or two farther in 
this manner, he reached an open 
piece of ground, and wheeling 
suddenly tire foremost Indian jump- 
ed behind a tree, but which, not 
screening his body, Wetzel fired, 
and dangerously wounded him.

It is proposed to create a memorial 
to the late Rev. Thomas Gallaudet, 
I). I)., by the erection of a Pariah 
BsUding for St. Ann'a Church for 
Deaf'MntoH. The present Church 
jh Hitiiatdd on 148th Street, just west 
of Amsterdam Avenue, and is built 
some twenty-five feet back from the 
line of the street to permit the erec- 
tion of sucii a building as above 
indicated, which will form a facade 
to the church edifice and be a center 
of religious and social life amongst 
the silent peoples. Dr. Gallaudet 
hoped dining his lifetime to see the 
erection of this building, which 
would have completed the church 
with which his name has always 
been associated. This was not per- 
mitted, and it is suggested as a 
most titling memorial to him that 
this work be now undertaken. St. 
Ann's Church is used wholly for 
the deaf-mutes. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-five feet 
along the street front and twenty- 
five feet in depth. It Will be three 
stories in height, with a basement, 
and will be used for the social, re- 
ligious and industrial needs of the 
deaf-mutes of New York. The 
amount required for " The Gallau- 
det Memorial Parish Building" will 
be about 930,000, and the building 
it.sell, in its position and purpose, 
will form a conspicuous monument 
to him whose life was devoted to the 
silent peoples. They themselves 
heattily endorse the memorial.
